That  old-age  pensions  are  at  present  paid  to 
the  persons  and  under  the  conditions  specified 
in  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Dominion  “  Old  Age  Pensions  Act  ” 
(R.S.C.  1927,  c.  156,  as  amended  by  21-22 
George  V.,  c.  42;  and  by  1  George  VI.,  c.  13), 
and  approved  by  Orders  in  Council  P.C.  1-3050 
of  December  9th,  1937;  P.C.  250  of  February 
3rd,  1938;  P.C.  2029  of  July  27th,  1939;  P.C. 
14-2057  of  March  16th,  1942;  P.C.  9-3183  of 
April  21st,  1942;  and  P.C.  19-2590  of  March 
31st,  1943: 

And  that  by  Order  in  Council  P.C.  3376, 
approved  on  May  29th,  1944,  the  said  regula¬ 
tions  were  further  amended  as  follows: — • 

1.  Regulation  2  is  amended  by  adding  the 
following  subparagraph: — 

“  ( v )  ‘  self-contained  domestic  establishment  ’ 
means  a  dwelling  house,  apartment  or  similar 
place  of  residence  containing  at  least  one  bed¬ 
room  in  which  residence  amongst  other  things 
the  applicant  or  his  dependent  as  a  general 
rule  sleeps  and  has  his  meals  prepared  and 
served.” 

2.  Paragraph  (a)  of  Regulation  10  is  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  substituted  there¬ 
for: — 

“(2)  if  he  has  actually  lodged  within  Canada 
for  5,844  days  within  the  said  twenty  years  or 
since  attaining  the  age  of  fifty  years,  in  the 
case  of  an  applicant  for  an  old  age  pension,  or 
since  attaining  the  age  of  twenty  years  in  the 
case  of  an  applicant  for  a  pension  in  respect  of 
blindness;  and.” 

3.  Paragraph  ( b )  of  Regulation  10  is  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  substituted  there¬ 
for  : — 

“(b)  if  he  has  actually  lodged  within  Canada 
on  at  least  700  days  within  the  last  three  years 
immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  proposed 
commencement  of  pension;  and.” 

4.  Regulation  11  is  rescinded,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  substituted  therefor:  — 

“11.  An  applicant  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
resided  in  the  province  in  which  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  pension  is  made  for  the  five  years  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  proposed 
commencement  of  pension  if  he  is  then  residing 
in  the  province  and  if  he  has  lodged  therein  on 
at  least  700  days  in  the  said  five  years,  pro¬ 
vided  that  he  shall  be  presumed  to  be  residing 
at  the  time  his  application  is  made  in  any 
province  in  which  he  has  lodged  for  at  least 
700i  days  within  the  said  period  of  five  years, 
notwithstanding  that  he  is  in  fact  residing 
either  permanently  or  temporarily  in  another 
province  at  the  time  aforementioned.” 

5.  Regulation  15  is  rescinded,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  substituted  therefor: — 

“  15.  An  applicant  who  has  been  employed 
on  a  ship  registered  at  or  sailing  regularly 
from  any  Canadian  port  shall  be  presumed  to 
have  lodged  in  Canada  during  the  whole  time 
he  was  emploved  on  such  ship,  and  in  such 
province  where  he  last  resided  previous  to  such 
employment.  An  applicant  who  has  been  ern- 
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ployed  on  any  other  ship  or  who  was  a  fisher¬ 
man  and  whose  duties  required  him  to  be  out¬ 
side  of  Canada  but  who  maintained  in  Canada 
a  self-contained  domestic  establishment  and 
supported  therein  a  person  wholly  dependent 
on  him  and  connected  with  him  by  blood  rela¬ 
tionship,  marriage  or  adoption,  shall  be  pre¬ 
sumed  to  have  lodged  in  Canada  during  the 
whole  time  he  was  employed  on  such  ship  or 
was  acting  as  a  fisherman  and  to  have  resided 
in  such  province  where  he  maintained  such 
self-contained  domestic  establishment.” 

6.  Paragraph  ( b )  of  Regulation  18  is  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  substituted  thei’e- 
for : — 

“(b)  Where  an  applicant  for  an  old  age 
pension  is  married  to  and  living  with  a  spouse 
not  in  receipt  of  pension  under  the  Act  the 
income  of  the  applicant  shall  be  taken  to  be 
equal  to  the  sum  of  their  joint  incomes  calcu¬ 
lated  as  in  the  Act  and  these  Regulations  pro¬ 
vided,  less  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars.” 

7.  Paragraph  (c)  of  Regulation  18  is  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  substituted  there¬ 
for: — 

“(c)  Where  an  applicant  for  a  pension  in 
l'espect  of  blindness  is  married  to  and  living 
with  a  spouse  not  in  receipt  of  a  pension  in 
respect  of  blindness  under  the  Act  the  income 
of  the  applicant  shall  be  taken  to  be  equal  to 
the  sum  of  their  joint  incomes  calculated  as 
in  the  Act  and  these  Regulations  provided 
(including  any  old  age  pension  payable  to  the 
spouse)  less  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars.” 

8.  Paragraph  (d)  of  Regulation  19  is  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  substituted  there¬ 
for: — 

“(d)  When  the  applicant  has  made  any  vol¬ 
untary  transfer  or  assignment  of  property  less 
than  five  years  before  the  date  of  application 
for  pension,  the  pension  authority  may,  on 
failure  of  the  person  to  whom  the  property  has 
been  transferred  or  assigned  to  re-transfer  or 
re-assign  such  property,  defer  the  payment  of 
such  pension  until  such  time  as  the  pensioner’s 
equity  in  such  property  has  been  exhausted  at 
the  rate  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  dol- 
lai’s  per  year  if  the  pensioner  is  single  or  living 
alone,  or  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year 
if  the  pensioner  is  living  with  his  spouse.” 

And  to  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Old-age  Pen¬ 
sion  Act,”  chapter  208,  R.S.B.C.  1936,  the  said 
amendment  be  approved,  and  that  the  payment 
of  old-age  pensions  as  from  the  date  of  the 
coming  into  force  of  said  amendment  be  made 
to  the  persons  and  under  the  conditions  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  said  regulations  as  amended  in  the 
manner  above  set  forth.
